Ambus improves service 
with new ticket kiosk at 
Oranjestad terminal 




ORANJESTAD - On 
Fnday morning, Apnl 
1 !„ Arubus, tlie island's 
mass transit provider, 
unveiled a new ticket 
kiosk at the mam tenin- 
nal in Oranjestad, 
which IS located di¬ 
rectly across from the 
entrance to the cruise 
terminal. Arubus 
switched all their buses 
to a swipe system over 
a year ago, winch is a 
great convenience for 
those who commute 
with tliem regularly. 

Tlie buses still main- 
tamed a cash system for 
tliDse who do not regu¬ 
larly travel by bus, as 
well as island visitors 
who prefer the more 
economic form of 
transport over taxis. 

There IE firequent serv¬ 
ice fi'om Oranjestad to 
major tounst areas such as 
Palm Beach and Eagle 
Beach, so many will take the 
bus to and from town, or to 
the beaches when they dis¬ 
embark from a cruise ship for 
tlie day. 

Now, visitors need not be 
concerned about ha\ung 
small change, as they can 
now purchase a swipe card at 
the kiosk, which not only 
spares them tins inconven¬ 
ience, but also provides mar¬ 
ginal savings over a full 
round tnp fare. 

Tlie normal cost would be 
S Arubian fioniis for a round 
trip, but the swipe card costs 
7 Arubian florins, a savings 
of $.57 cents US. Once 
swiped, the card is eSective 
for 24 hours for a second trip 
on the Arubus system, what¬ 
ever the deslmation, after

ORANJESTAD - On Mon¬ 
day, April 14, at sunset, Jew¬ 
ish fanulies around the world 
will gather to observe the first 
Passover Seder and tlie com¬ 
mencement of the eight-day 
holiday Pesach, in Hebrew, 
IS a celebration of Moses de¬ 
livering the Jews from 
bondage in Egypt, as well as 
remembrance for the time 
wandering in the desert, the 
retneval of tlie ten command¬ 
ments from Mount Sinai, and 
the refugees' final deliver¬ 
ance to the promised Holy 
Land. Tlie name comes firom 
the final of the ten curses 
brought upon the Egyptians 
by Pharaoh's threat to kill all 
the sons of tlie Jews, As the 
Angel came to tlie homes of 
Egypt to claim the first born 
son, it passed over their 
homes, as tliey were warned 
by Moses to paint their doors 
with lamb's blood 

Pharaoh tlien consented to 
allow the Jews to go and wor- 
slup their God in the desert. 


but changed his mind 

The Bible relates that tlie 
Egyptian chariots caught up 
witli the Jews at tlie Sea, but 
God perfomied a miracle, al¬ 
lowing the Jews to pass 
through the p arted waters and 
then closing the sea upon tlie 
Egypticin soldiers and drown¬ 
ing tliem. 

Pesach begins on tlie 
evening of tlie 14th day of the 
Hebrew lunar month of Nis¬ 
san, on the day of the fiill 
moon, and lasts for seven 
days in Israel and eight days 
111 tlie Diaspora, among tlie 
Jewish communities scat¬ 
tered around the globe 

All sects of tlie faith even 
the most reformed, will sit 
down to a Seder on at least 
the first night of Passover, 
and usually the second as 
well. The last evening of the 
holiday wilh m most cases, 
be a special meal. Most con¬ 
duct their Seder within tlie 
home, which is a grand fam¬ 
ily gathenng where certain 
special foods, very often only 
prep are d twi ce 111 a ye ar, such 
as gefrlte fish, are served. 

A traditional Seder plate, 
placed in the middle of the 


table, includes six symbolic 
foods, and is associated to a 
fixed ntual of prayers, tradi¬ 
tional chants and partaking of 
the festive meal, as is recorded 
in the Hagadali, a liturgical 
book dedicErtedto this hohday 
Tlie ritual's essence is tlie 
retellmg of tlie stoiy of tlie Ex¬ 
odus, involving and engaging 
the entire family. 

Duniig Passover, only cer¬ 
tain foods are allowed, and 
others eaten dunng the year 
are declared 'liametz." These 
include leavened bread and 
any other product that might 
contain yeast spores. 

The house is tliorouglily 
cleansed of any such items, 
which are removed from tlie 
pantry and disposed of 

Only matzoth, unleavened 
bread, is CDnsu.med dunng tlie 
holiday as well as root veg¬ 
etables, similar to those that 
wo ul d have b een found by th e 
wandenng Jews, as they had 
no time to grow crops or 
allow their bread to nse 

Island visitors wishing to 
observe the holiday have two 
choices to join the island 
community for the first 
Seder. Temple Beth Israel has

Ten dead in road accident in California 


WASHINGTON (AFP|-A de¬ 
livery truck ploughed into a 
bus carrying American stu¬ 
dents in northern California, 
killing ten people and injur¬ 
ing at least 30, the C alifornia 
Highway Patrol said. The 
bus was one of three bring¬ 
ing high school students to 
tour Humboldt State Univer¬ 
sity on Thursday, which is 
about a six-hour drive nord! 
of San Francisco. "My un¬ 
derstanding is the FedEx 
truck crossed the highway 
divide, and it was a head on collision with our bus," Joyce Lopes, a university official, 
told AFP. The other two buses arrived safely. The university said the dead Included 
the drivers of the two vehicles. Images from the scene showed the highway was di¬ 
vided by a grassy median. Photos of the bus showed a fire-gutted wreck, with the 
once-white metal exterior blackened and crumpled. On the bus were low^ncome and 
first-generation prospective college studerWs, traveling as part of a university-spon¬ 
sored program to introduce them to the college and other prospective students. "Stu¬ 
dents were transported to six different hospitals, because it was a fairly remote place 
... where the accident occurred," Lopes explained, adding it was taking time to track 
down each student. The bus that crashed had traveled from Los Angeles, the univer¬ 
sity said. 


Rash of acid 
attacks stir 
calls for 
change in 
Coiombia 

BOGOTA (AFP) - A rash of 
acid attacks in recent weeks 
have horrified Colombians, 
provoking calls for special 
laws to deter a particulaiiy 
fearsome form of aggression 
in an already violent society. 

For reasons as various as a 
lovers' quarrel or an argu¬ 
ment among neighbors, five 
people have been attacked in 
the past two weeks with cor¬ 
rosive chemicals causing se- 
lious bums. 

In the latest case, which 
occurred Wednesday in the 
northwestern city of 
Medellin, the victim, a 22- 
year-old youth, died. 

The phenomenon is not 
new by any means. Since 
2D04, nearly a thousand at¬ 
tacks involving acid have 
been reported in Colombia, 
according to statistics kept 
by medical ezaminers. 

But a media frenzy empted 
after an attack at the end of 
March on Natalia Ponce, a 
3 3-year-old woman fi'om a 
well-off Bogota family. 

A m emb er o f th e Chn sti an 
MIRA party, Diaz said acid 
attacks were “the sign of a 
sick society, one in which 
people are used to violence." 

President Juan Manuel San¬ 
tos has called the acid attacks 
"tmly atrocious and de¬ 
plorable," and Colombian au¬ 
thorities have offered 
rewards of about $4Q,OOQ for 
information leading to the 
capture of the perpetrators 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - An 
internal power struggle 
within the once-powerful 
Gulf drug cartel has left 3S 
people dead in gunfrghts on 
Mexico's northeastern coast 
this week, authorities said 
Thursday. 

Ten suspected cnmmals 
were arrested after a senes of 
shoo touts rocked the Gulf of 
Mexico towns of Tampico 
and Ciudad Madero, in the 
state of Tamaulipas, between 
Saturday and Tuesday. 

Authorities also seized co¬ 
caine, Id high-cahber rifles, 
three handguns and 11 velu- 
cles, said the Tamaulipas Co¬ 
ordination Group of federal 
and state secunty forces. 

Tlie group said in a state- 




ment that the 3S deaths were 
linked to "clashes or score- 
settling between criminal 
groups' and that calm had 
been restored in the area on 
Wednesday. 

Separately, a Lane air 
plane belonging to the Navy 
crashed during a reconnais¬ 
sance mission near a lugh- 
way do se to Tampico, killing 
the pilot and another soldier, 
officials said. 

The head of the federal 
police, Monte Alejandro Ru- 
bido, said the violence 
stemmed fi'om an internal 
dispute that followed tliree 
"significant" arrests, though 
he did not name the suspects 
or cnminal orgamzations

China 2014 bird flu toll 
rises to nearly lOOigovr 


BEIJING (AFP) - Almost 
IDO people in China died 
from tlie H7N9 bird flu strain 
in the first tliree months of 
the year, but tlie number of 
both fatalities and infections 
declined in March, govern¬ 
ment figures showed. 

A total of 24 people died 
fi'om the disease in March, 
tlie National Health and Fam¬ 
ily Planning Commission 
said in monthly figures for 
infectious disease, down 
from 41 in February and 31 
in January The total number 
of deaths for the penodis 

Tlie number of new infec¬ 
tions reported in March fell 
sharply to 24 firom 99 in Feb¬ 
ruary and 127 in January the 
data showed earlier this 
week, giving a total of 250 
cases 

Last year China recorded 
4S deaths and 144 cases in 
the H7N9 outbreak, which 


started early in 2013 and re¬ 
turned in the autumn. 

Tliewrus ignited fears that 
it could possibly mutate to 
become easily transmissible 
between people, which might 
threaten to tngger a global 
pandemic. 

But Chinese officials and 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion say tliere is no evidence 
of sustained human-to- 
human transmission, despite 
sporadic cases of apparent in¬ 
fection between family rela¬ 
tives. 

Experts have pointed to a 
seasonal nse in cases so far 
this year, tliought to be linked 
to cold weather 

China has responded to 
the current outbreak by 
clamping down on live poul¬ 
try markets and stepping up 
mamtormg of people witli 
symptoms associated with 
the virus.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pour a large Old Fashioned and 
pull tip an Eames chair: after countless cocktails, nu¬ 
merous infidelities and a litany of sexist jokes, hit US 
television drama "Mad Men" is finally drawing to a 
close. The mid-century morality tale, admired almost 
as much for its achingly cool depicSon of ISSOs fashion 
and furniture as for its superb writing and acting, enters 
its seventh and final season on Sunday. Since if de¬ 
buted on AMC cable television in 2007, tens of millions 
worldwide have become devoted followers of the for¬ 
tunes of tortured New York advertising executive Don 
Draper, played by Jon Hamm, and his colleagues. Cre¬ 
ator Matthew Weiner's show has been crowned Out¬ 
standing Drama at the Emmys, television's version of 
the Oscars, on no fewer than four occasions and has 
be^ ranked as one of the most influential shows ever 
to hit US screens.

Look¬ 
ing for ajobIThe answer, for 
many Catholics, lies in pray¬ 
ing to the plethora of saints. 

As millions of Catholics 
prepare for the canonisation 

□ f John Paul II, some may be 
wondering what role the mul¬ 
titude of saints in Catliolicism 
can still play in the modern 
age 

But for many Catholics - 
who unlike Protestants and 
Muslims are not considered 
to have a direct connection to 
God -- the saints are impor¬ 
tant intenne diaries, said 
Odon Vallet, a Instorian spe¬ 
cialising in religion. 

"The fiirtlier away God ap¬ 
pears, tlie more you need in- 
termedianes,“ Vallet said 

In Catholicism, there are 
specific saints to turn to for 
help. Catliolics have a slew of 
patron saints whom tliey 
view as heavenly advocates 

□ fa nation, place, trade, ac¬ 
tivity, clan, family, or person 

Tliere is Saint Honorius, 
the patron of French bakers 
and confectioners; Saint 
Matthew, who oversees the 
welfare of the Italian city of 
Salerno as well as of bankers 
and tax. collectors, and the 
enomiously popular Saint 
Jude, the patron saint of des¬ 
perate cases and lost causes. 

Protestantism, a reaction to 
Catholic dogma and ritual¬ 
ism, put the breaks on canon¬ 
isation in the late Middle 
Ages and has not named a 
new saint since the 16th cen¬ 
tury In time of need, tlie 


faithful address Uiemselves 
directly to God. 

Islam also avoids saints, 
tliough "tilere is a veneration 
for the patriarchs of the Bible 
(Abraliam, his son Isaac and 
Isaac's son Jacob) and the 
companions of the Prophet," 
Vallet said 

"Tliere is an analogous re¬ 
spect for prophets and patn- 
archs such as Abraham 
among the Jews as well, and 
the tombs of Rachel and 
David are very frequently 
visited," Vallet added. 

Tlie saints are in some 
ways the descendants of 
Greek and Roman gods and 
demi-gods, who were often 
hopelessly lovelorn or hard¬ 
ened warriors - giving them 
a more human face. 

The advent of monotlieism 
and God as the embodiment 
of perfection gave rise to the 


need for saints, as ferrymen 
to tlie divine and p erformers 
□fmirades. 

This also spawned pil¬ 
grimages to religious sites to 
attam salvation, often cou¬ 
pled with the hope of mirac¬ 
ulous healing. 

Tliere IS the arduous walk¬ 
ing pilgrimage to the iiorth- 
eni Spanish town of Santiago 
De Compostela, which 
houses the slirine of Saint 
Janies the Great 

At Lourdes, one of the 
world's mo st popular pilgrim¬ 
age sites, tliere have been 69 
registered miracles in the past 
150 years. 

Its resident doctor, 
Alessandro De Fraiiciscis, 
said miracles are as much 
about personal faith as the in¬ 
tervention of saints. 

"Lourdes is not a place of 
treatment it's a place of pd- 
gnmage," he said. 

"In the performance of 
miracles -- of healings that 
are unexplained but verified 
and long-lasting -- man is 
able to tap the resources that 
each of us has but winch are 
difficult to call on in every¬ 
day life without faitli"

Powerful cyclone 
hits Australia 



SYDNEY (AFP) - A cyclone 
packing winds of up to 230 
kilometres (140 miles) an 
hour hit northern Australia 
late Friday before weakening 
to a category two stomi as it 
moved dawn the caast. 

Tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple hunkered down as wam- 
111 gs of severe gales, flash 
flooding and stoim tides con¬ 
tinued through the night. 

“Destructive winds witli 
gusts to 140 kilometres per 
hour are possible between 
Cape Melville and Cape 
Tribulation for a penod this 
morning/ the Bureau of Me¬ 
teorology said. 

Tlie storm was moving at 
nine kilometres per hour and 
was "expected to continue 
moving south-southwest' 
and weaken through today's 
early morning 

Nonetheless, winds gust¬ 
ing in excess of 11D kilome¬ 
tres per hour were expected 
to hit Port Douglas and 
Cairns later Saturday morn¬ 
ing, and as far south as Card- 
well, which IS some 1,50D 
kilometres from Bnsbane 
“Anything over SD kilo¬ 
metres i(per hour) is danger¬ 
ous,' Cook Shire Mayor 
Peter Scott told the Aus¬ 
tralian Broadcasting Corp. 

“Anything over SDK will 
put a piece of tin through you 


and chop your head oft, it 
will lift roofs off, it will 
make severe damage, so the 
best place to be is sta^^ng in¬ 
side,' 

Queensland Premier 
Campbell Newman warned 
that homes built prior to 
19S5, when new building 
regulations were enacted, 
may not withstand the im¬ 
pact of the storm, and urged 
residents to head to local cy¬ 
clone shelters. 

Cyclone Ita made landfall 
at Cape Flattery at about 
9 OD pm (HDD GMT), with 
v^inds up to 23D kilometres 
per hour near the core 

It was downgraded from a 
maximum level five to a 
weal^emng category four, be¬ 
fore dropping to level three 
and then level two in the 
early hours of Saturday 

Tropical storms are com¬ 
mon in northeastern Aus¬ 
tralia This one is stronger 
but not as widespread as the 
monster Cyclone Yasi sys¬ 
tem that tore tlirough the re¬ 
gion just over three years 
ago, ripping homes fi’om 
their foundations and devas¬ 
tating crops. 

Tlie Bureau of Meteorol¬ 
ogy also warned of heavy 
rainfall possibly leading to 
flash flooding and coastal in¬ 
undation from a storm surge.

Music industry joins legal 
battle against Megaupload 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The major US music labels 
joined the legal battle 
against file-shanng website 
Megaupload, with a copy¬ 
right infringement lawsuit 
against the site shut down 
by US authonties. 

The P.e cor ding Industry 
Association of America 
(RIAA) announced the civil 
lawsuit filed Thursday on 
behalf of Warner Music 
Group, Universal Music, 
Sony Music Entertainment 
and Capitol Records. 

The latest action comes 
days after the US film in¬ 
dustry filed a similar law¬ 
suit seeking damages from 
what was claimed to be the 
biggest Internet site for on¬ 
line piracy before it was 
shut down by US authori¬ 
ties. 

The RIAA suit says 
Megaupload audits founder 
Kim Dotcom "actively and 


intentionally encouraged 
their users" to upload ille¬ 
gal copies of "the most 
popular entertainment con¬ 
tent, including plaintiffs' 
sound recordings, for the 
purpose of distributing 
those copies to millions of 
other users.' 

The complaint seeks the 
maximum allowable dam¬ 
ages and also requests an 
injunction, saying that the 
actions "cannot be fully 
measured and cannot be 
fully remedied by monetary 
damages." 

The latest suit comes as 
the US Justice Department 
and FBI are seeking to ex¬ 
tradite Dotcom from New 
Zealand to face charges of 
racketeering fraud, money 
laundering and copyright 
theft in a US court, which 
could see him jailed for up 
to 20 years if convicted. 

Tlie earlier lawsuit was 


fried Monday by US film 
studio s in CO ordination with 
the Motion Picture Associ¬ 
ation of America (MPA A), 

The latest lawsuits would 
add civil damages to the 
case against Megaupload 
and Dotcom, who is cur¬ 
rently free on hail in New 
Zealand and has started a 
new file-sharing venture 
called Mega. 

On Twitter, Kim Dotcom 
made light of the new law¬ 
suit 

"The RIAA, MPAA and 
DOJ are like three blind 
mice fallowing each other 
in the pursuit of meritless 
copyright claims," he said 
in a tweet. 

His lawyer Ira Rothken 
said on Twitter: “FJAA 
claims V Megaupload are 
meritless &is an assault on 
cloud storage a 'neutral' 
tech used both for good &. 
bad." 
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World finance chiefs cautious on 
growth and Ukraine 


WASHINGTON (AFP) -Tlie 
world's leading economic 
poliiiymakers expressed con¬ 
cern about the Ukraine cnsis 
yesterday, as they pledged 
once again to find ways to 
boost global growtli through 
new refonns. 

Eut little concrete came 
from the meeting of G20 fi¬ 
nance ministers and central 
bank chiefs — and Australia's 
Treasurer Joe Hockey admit¬ 
ted members' growth plans 
are "clearly inadequate." 

And they were cautious in 
speaking about the Ukraine, 
desp ite n sin g t ensi on s within 
the group, which includes 
ke>=' antagomsts Prussia, on 
one side, and the United 
States and European powers 
on the other. 

Still, their statement made 
it clear that tliey see Ukraine's 
fragile economy, and tlie ris¬ 
ing security threat after Mos¬ 
cow's annexation of Cnmea 
last month, as a threat to the 
global economy.

nine people, including three 
Ukrainians and a Pais si an, 
were charged in a scheme 
that stole millions of dollars 
by hacking into online bank 
accounts 

An indictment unsealed 
yesterday alleges that the 
hackers used "Zeus" malware 
to steal passwords, account 
numb ers, and other informa- 


tion necessary to log into on¬ 
line banking accounts. 

In the scheme dating hack 
to 2DOS, the nine worked to 
infect computers witli "Zeus" 
to allow the hackers to access 
tlieir accounts. 

Tliey then used "'money 
mules" in the United Slates to 
withdraw funds and make 
transfers to others abroad.

“Hus is a 'must-win' situ¬ 
ation for us," Pacqiuao's Hall 
of Fame trainer Freddie 
Roach said. 

Even though F^.oach and 
"Pacman“ want a clear-cut 
victory both said Pacquiao - 
- who has had to fend off talk 
of retirement — can't go in 
aiming for a knockout. 

Instead, they say he must 
press Ins attack consistently, 
avoiding the fallow minutes 
til at apparently cost him the 
decision in the first Bradley 
fight, even though Pacquiao 
landed more punches and 
more power punches overall 

Southpaw Pacquiao, the 
only man to win world titles 
in eight weight divisions, 
staked his claim to boxing's 
pound-for-pound crown with 
a spate of impressive knock¬ 
out victories in 200S and 
20D9. 

Hi at included a ninth- 
round stoppage of David 
Diaz that proved Pacquiao 
could step up to lightweight 
and retain his fearsome 
power. 

He went on to stop Oscar 
de 1 a Hoy a in a 2 0 D S welter- 
weight bout, and delivered a 
sp ectacul ar secon d -r o un d 
knockout of Britain's Ricky 
Hatton in 2009 

Later that year, he pun¬ 
ished Miguel Cotto en route 
to a 12tli-round technical 
knockout in another welter¬ 
weight bout --but Pacqiuao 
hasn't finished off an oppo¬ 
nent inside the distance 
since. 

Debate has raged as to 
whetlier he has lost his 
knockout power, or perhaps 
become too "compassionate" 
towards opponents after a 
deepening of his Catliolic 
faith. 

In the 2012 loss to Mar¬ 
quez, Pacquiao had the Mex¬ 
ican star on the canvas in the 
fifth round and in trouble in 
the sixth before Marquez 
connected for a stunning 
one-punch knockout. 

Pacquiao, who owns a 
record 55-5 with two drawn 
and 3S knockouts, puts that 
defeat down to "careless¬ 
ness."
